Mr. Barnard "fated that this gov­ 
ernment now has 35,000 law sui s 
pending on war contracts

#110,194,000 on nitrate plants, and 
not a particle of nitrate was 
ever 
produced. He said that 20 
million 
droll a rs was spent on coke 
ovens, 
and not a pound o f coke ever pro­ 
duced. Ile said that the government 
"l*ent 110 million dollars on poison­ 
ous g a s , and not a gas mask filled 


with the g a s ever reached service.

American made plane, reached the 
scene of battle before the end of the 
wa r. 
He then a"ked what had become 
of all this surplus material that the

million dollars "pent, only

the vast amount of plunder. 


He stated again that for

In hi" 
closing 
remarks lie 
dwelt upon tlie state c o n d i t i o n s ami 
the matter of taxation, pointing out 
the unjii"t charges which the demo­ 
c r a t s are circulating about high tax­ 
es in this state.
